Bard  Still  Alive, 
Ever  Appealing, 
‘Taming’  Shows

Shakespeare  came  to  life  with  as 
much  appeal  as  ever  this  week 
when  the  VVartburg  Players  pre¬ 
sented  three  evenings  of  "witte 
and  pleasant  comedie"  in  "The 
Taming  of  the  Shrew"  at  the  Wa- 
verly  high  school  auditorium.  Di¬ 
recting  the  production  was  Ray¬ 
mond  D.  Wilderman,  head  of  the 
college  speech  department. 

In  a  surrounding  of  simple 
Elizabethan  scenery,  the  young 
actors  and  actresses  proved  once 
again  that  after  350  years  the 
Bard  of  Avon  can  still  amuse  with 
his  comedy  originally  presented 
for  the  benefit  of  the  mythical 
Christopher  Sly. 

Lc3ds  Do  Justice. 

Doing  full  justice  to  the  leading 
roles  were  George  Roleder  as  the 
gay,  young  man  of  the  world,  Pe- 
trueh’io;  and  Judy  Vogel  as  the  ill- 
tempered  shrew,  Katherine.  Their 
soliloquies,  as  well  as  their  regu¬ 
lar  conversational  speeches  were 
well-received  by  the  three  audi¬ 
ences  who  heard  them. 

Aside  from  the  leads,  probably 
the  best  stage  presentation  was 
given  by  Gerald  Herbener,  living 
the  role  of  the  old  merchant, 
Gremio,  who  had  young  ambitions 
toward  Katherine's  sister,  Bianca. 
Although  playing  what  is  usually 
considered  quite  a  minor  role, 
Herbener  became  one  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  characters  in  this  fast-moving 
drama.  Fred  Moberg  as  Grumio, 
Petruchio's  servant  and  clown,  was 
especially  good  and  easy  to  under- 

Krueger  Forceful. 

Harold  Krueger,  in  the  com¬ 
paratively  minor  role  of  Lucen- 
tio’s  father,  gave  a  forceful  pres¬ 
entation,  as  did  Carl  Scheffel,  as 
Hortensio,  another  of  Bianca's 
suitors.  Bianca,  played  by  Doro¬ 
thy  Dahlstrom,  was  the  more 
sought-after  of  the  daughters  of 
Baptista,  played  by  Francis  Neu¬ 
mann.  Robert  Gronlund  as  Lucen- 
tio  and  Robert  Snyder  as  the  ser¬ 
vant  Tranio  played  the  main  sup¬ 
porting  roles. 

Slapstick  comedy  came  out  in 
full  force  with  three  of  the  ser¬ 
vants,  played  by  Elwin  Bergstraes- 
ser,  Gerald  Koehler  and  Edwin 
Roleder.  Humorous  contrast  in 
costuming  and  physical  size  was 
evident  in  the  tailor,  Howard 
Sparenborg,  and  the  haberdasher, 
Arnold  Imbrock.

Vienna  and  about  20  while  on 
tour,  the  Vienna  Boys  Choir  dates 
back  450  years  to  1498,  when 
Emperor  Maximilian  I  issued  an 
imperial  decree  ordering  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  a  choir  of  a  dozen 
voices.  The  education  and  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  choir  boys  were  paid 
for  by  the  Hapsburgs  until  the 
end  of  World  War  I,  when  the 
choir  began  to  support  itself  by 
income  from  tours  and  private 
funds. 

Choir  On  First  Tour. 

Now  on  their  first  American 
tour  since  before  the  war,  the 
young  musicians  from  what  was 
once  the  cultural  center  of  Europe 
have  again  thrilled  thousands  of 
Americans  with  their  unforget¬ 
table  presentations. 

After  hearing  the  choir  last 
week,  a  student  at  the  University 
of  North  Dakota  wrote,  “Their 
stage  presence  was,  I  thought,  un¬ 
usual  in  boys  so  young." 

Scheduled  to  arrive  in  Waverly 
this  afternoon,  the  Vienna  Choir 
Boys  will  present  their  concert 
Sunday  before  a  full  house,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  A.  W.  Swensen, 
chairman  of  the  Artist  Series 
committee.  Rows  of  folding 
choirs  to  be  placed  in  the  high 
school  auditorium  have  even  been 
sold  out  completely. 

Sacred  Numbers  First. 

Included  among  the  sacred 
numbers  to  be  sung  during  the 
first  part  of  the  program  will  be 
"Salvator  mundi"  by  Palestrina, 
“Canita  tuba”  and  “Ascendit 
Deus"  by  Gallus,  “Vergine  Madre” 
by  Verdi  and  “Pueri  concinite” 
by  Herbeck. 

“Bastien  and  Bastienne"  by 
Wolfgang  Mozart,  who  wrote  this 
operetta  at  the  age  of  12,  will 
fill  the  second  portion  of  this 
concert  by  boys  between  the  ages 
of  8  and  15.

It  will  be  followed 
by  "Im  Stiller  Nacht'  by  Brahms, 
"Ade  zur  guten  Nacht"  by  Ur- 
banek,  “Bruederlein  fein"  by 
Drechsler  and  "Kaiserwalzer”  by 
Strauss,  as  well  as  two  folksongs,

and  “Hopsa,  Schwabenliesel."

World  Views  By  Grelling 

US  Politics  Changes 

One  point  which  both  major  candidates  emphasized  over 
over  again  during  the  recent  presidential  campaign  was  that  there 
would  be  no  change  in  American  foreign  policy,  no  matter  what  the 
outcome  of  the  elections  would  be. 

It  seems  to  your  columnist  that  this  remarkable  agreement  of 
two  opposing  candidates  on  such  a  vital  question  is  indicative  of 
a  trend  which  can  have  very  salutary  effects  on  our  future  in¬ 
ternal  politics.  The  Republican  and  the  Democratic  parties  are 
more  and  more  approaching  each  other  in  their  attitudes  toward 
vital  issues.  The  upset  in  the  election  was  not  so  much  a  defeat 
of  the  GOP  as  such,  but  rather  a  serious  blow  to  old-time  con¬ 
servatism.  It  would  be  too  early  to  say  that  conservatism  in  the 
United  States  is  dead,  but  the  events  of  the  last  few  years  seem 
to  indicate  that  it  is  definitely  on  its  way  out.  The  Republican 
party  has  always  been  the  party  of  conservative  politics,  and  when 
a  relatively  liberal  Republican  like  Mr.  Dewey  is  defeated  by  a 
no-more-iiberal-than-the-average  Democrat  like  Mr.  Truman,  the 
shift  to  the  left  is  rather  obvious. 

Not  that  America  has  suddenly  turned  Communist,  or  ever 
Socialist.  The  rejection  of  Mr.  Wallace  by  the  American  people  i; 
indication  enough  that  as  long  as  America  remains  reasonably  pros¬ 
perous,  the  Communist  ideal  will  never  gain  much  ground.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  the  election  of  Mr.  Truman  indicates  a  definite  shift  from  the 
right-of-center  to  the  left-of-center.  In  other  words  the  voters  are 
“fed  up”  with  the  traditional  promise-everything-and-do-nothing 
policies  of  the  old  Republican  party. 

If  the  GOP  expects  to  give  America  her  next  president,  the 
traditions  and  customs  of  the  party  will  have  to  undergo  a  very 
radical  change.  The  platform  of  the  next  Republican  candidate 
will  have  to  contain  a  little  more  than  a  few  platitudes  and  gen¬ 
eralities.  The  candidate  will  have  to  take  a  definite  stand  on  the 
important  issues  of  the  day;  he  will  have  to  commit  himself  on 
controversial  topics,  a  fact  which  is  unheard  of  in  GOP  platforms 
of  the  last  few  elections.  If  this  year’s  election  should  have  that 
effect  on  the  party,  we  can  look  forward  to  four  years,  and  maybe 
much  more  than  that,  of  healthy,  straightforward  political  activity 
in  our  country. 

In  conclusion,  a  final  note  of  advice,  if  it  may  be  called  that,  to 
future  Mr.  Wallaces — don’t  promise  the  American  people  the  im¬ 
possible  or  the  preposterous.  All  they  want  you  to  do  is  your 
best!  The  fact  that  the  voters  have  shown  their  disapproval  of  right- 
J - - - that  they  will  now  or  at  any  time  approve

To  be  used  by  advanced  physi¬ 
cal  chemistry  students,  this 
strument  utilizes  color  for  m 
uring  and  identifying  solut 
constituents.  The  Mayo  clinic 
Rochester,  Minn.,  has  six  such 
struments  for  clinical  analysis 
work.

estimation  of  bromides  and  glu¬ 
cose  in  the  blood,  as  well 
alyzing  urine  specimens.

Charges  Score  162. 

Coach  Melvin  Nelson's  charges 
scored  a  total  of  162  points  to  128 
for  the  opponents  and  compiled  a 
total  rushing  yardage  of  1,689  to 
the  oppositions’  1,038.

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Russia  To  Be  Topic  of  Wolfe 


“Russia  and  the  West :  One  World  or  Two”  will  be  the 
subject  of  a  lecture  by  Henry  C.  Wolfe,  internationally 
famous  foreign  affairs  expert,  when  he  appears  on  the  plat¬ 
form  at  the  Waverly  high  school  auditorium  Dec.  3  at  8  p.  m. 
Mr.  Wolfe,  who  will  appear  under  the  auspices  of  the 


Wartburg  college  Artist  Series  committee,  is  the 
successfully  predicted  the  rise  of  Nazi  Germany. 

Having  just  returned  from 
Europe  after  making  his  fifth  trip 
there,  Mr.  Wolfe  has  a  reputation 
for  getting  news  at  its  source. 

Since  taking  part  in  World  War  1, 
he  has  gathered  news  in  England 
and  Scandinavia,  as  well  as  in 
continental  Europe.  In  1940  he 
made  a  survey  of  Axis  activities 
in  Latin  America,  going  down  os 
far  as  Argentina. 

Travelled  in  Pacific. 

After  traveling  21,000  miles  in 
the  Pacific  area,  from  Japan  to 
Australia,  he  startled  his  New 
York  Town  Hall  audience  one 
month  to  the  day  before  Pearl 
Harbor  by  predicting  a  Japanese 
blitz  against  the  United  States. 

In  1939  Harper’s  magazine  pub¬ 
lished  Henry  Wolfe’s  forecast  of 
the  Nazi-Soviet  pact  three  months 
in  advance  of  the  event. 

Ten  Strike  In  Wolfe. 

After  one  of  Wolfe's  Town  Hall 
appearances,  the  educational  di¬ 
rector  there  recommended,  “You 
have  a  ten  strike  in  Henry  C. 

Wolfe.  His  forthright  manner  of 
factual  reporting  the  current 
scene  makes  him  an  excellent 
addition  to  any  program." 

Mr.  Wolfe's  prophetic  powers  in 
world  affairs  have  been  praised 
by  many  newspapers,  among  them 
the  Montreal  Gazette,  which  said, 

“With  amazing  foresight  this 
man,  Henry  C.  Wolfe,  called  al¬ 
most  every  card  in  the  European 
hand.  It  happened  just  as  he 
believed  it  would.” 

Among  the  books  penned  by 
Mr.  Wolfe  are  “The  German  Oc¬ 
topus,"  “Human  Dynamite"  and 
“The  Imperial  Soviets."
